The after final amendments filed on November 13, 2007 and December 14, 2007 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not 
deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be entered 
because: the proposed amendments raises new issues that would require further 
consideration/search and/or new rejection. The amendment has not been entered for 
the following reasons: 

The amendment filed on November 13, 2007 add a new limitation to the 
polypeptide of claims 26-27, 39-41 and method of claims 32-33 and 42-43 and 47 and 
to the method of claims 32-33 and 42-43, an enzyme which comprises the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:6 , and deletes limitations to claim 31, any polypeptides having 
activity to deamidate amido groups and variants of SEQ ID NO:6. The amendment filed 
on December 14, 2007 adds a new limitation to the method of claims 32-33 and 42-43, 
an enzyme which comprises the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:6. None of the 
previously filed claims were solely limited to an enzyme comprising the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:6. Therefore, the newly amended claims would warrant further 
consideration, new search and a new rejection. Therefore, the newly amended claim 
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warrants further consideration on these newly incorporated limitations, necessitating a 
new search in the prior art and/or a new rejection.
